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DAVID: — cut our lines off so I can't talk 

to the radio programs. They're telling people that I'm 
not communicating with them. And the reason being is 
you all cut all our lines out. 

HENRY: Did, did — was somebody working on 

that? 


DAVID: Well, Jim said so. But you know, we

HENRY: we want this thing to be resolved in 

such a fashion that everybody comes out of this fine.

16 STEVE: Yeah, let, let me find out then. I 

17 guess I haven't been with it just too long here. I was 

18 starting to lay down there and I was — let me find out 

19 what they're doing, and I'll try to do that, okay? 

20 HENRY: Okay.

HENRY: Um-hum. 
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DAVID: See that's why, that's why — so 

that's why I welcomed Robert over so — you know, it's 
just funny about humanity. I did, I did everything for 
Robert Gonzales hoping that he would, you know, get 
back with you guys and — 

HENRY: Well, see you're the key to this 

thing, okay? And, and because — 

DAVID: If he had, if he had taken my warning 

when I told him, see. I told him that morning, I said, 
now Robert, you know, you know I've showed you the 
truth right out of the book. 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: I said I only showed you a small part 

of it. 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: But you know I would — because you 
know, like I told him I said you can come home for 2 
weeks. We have the 2-week course when a person decides 
they really want to know it, then we give them 2 weeks. 
And then we send them away. 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: The reason being is, is that by 

sending them away, they're able to get out of our 
influence and get under other people ' s influences . 

HENRY: Right. Now what — 
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DAVID: And then they can — 

HENRY: — what about, what about the men? 

Are you going to send them out one by one in the same 
fashion? 

DAVID: Well, how do you want it? 

HENRY: Yeah. That's, that's fine. 

DAVID: I mean, you know, definitely the, you 

know, the men are more dangerous then the women so 
difference is, you know, the, the — I mean like I say 
I was just concerned — 

HENRY : Okay .

And we just 
want to kind of prepare in advance, you know, to have 
some buses out there so we can take you together and, 
you know, you know, we -- instead of a bunch of cars. 

And we were kind of hoping that, you know, 
you would lead the way. You know, some of the folks 
might be scared and — 

DAVID: Well, I don't know if I can lead the 

way. I mean — 

JIM: Well, you can be part of the group. 

DAVID: Yeah. 

JIM: You know, if you can't walk, we'd 

provide you with a stretcher, and two of your able- 
bodied men can, you know, carry you out. And you know, 
you'd be a intrical part of the group, you know what 
I'm saying? 

DAVID: Right. 

JIM: Maybe you want to be in the center of 
your group and two of your men carrying you out. But I 
mean you're there with them. 

DAVID: Yeah. 

JIM: You know, you're the leader and, you 

know, we’re relying on you. The only reason I'm 
asking — 

DAVID: Well, what we can do is we can send 
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our guy up to the gate. 

JIM: Okay. 

DAVID: And if you all will — or, or a 

couple of guys at the gate. If you all will hand him, 
you know, get him, give him a stretcher. 

JIM: Um-hum. 

DAVID: Then they, then they can, they can 

bring me out then. 

JIM: Okay. David, it's the right thing to 

do. 


DAVID: Well, I, I told you, Jim, I would 

work something out with you, remember? 

JIM: I, I know you did. 

DAVID: And I told you, you know, that we'd, 

we'd do this — getting the children out first. 

JIM: Right. 

DAVID: Right? Then we'd negotiate. 

JIM: Right. 

DAVID: And you know, like I said, everything 

that I try to do is I try to emphasize that the people 
that stay with me don't stay with me because of me. 

JIM : Um-hum . 

DAVID: They stay with me because of the 

truth. And unless you know where the truth begins, you 
see. 


JIM: Yeah. 
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DAVID: Or unless It can be tested by being 

out and being around, that's one of the only two ways 
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people can see why people stand for what they stand 
for . 


JIM: That's right. 

DAVID: So you know. 

JIM: Well, David, you've kept your word and 

so have we. 

DAVID: Well, you've been — you all been a 

lot better than I ever see in the other cases . 

JIM: And I'll tell you our only reason for 

these questions about the people is just logistical, 
you know. 

DAVID: Uh-huh. 

JIM: So we can call ahead to the hospital to 

say look, we have a man who has an arm wound. We have 
a — you know, David has a wound in his lower abdomen. 
You know, so they can prepare to treat you. 

DAVID : Right . 

JIM: That's the only reason. I mean I'm 

not — I mean there's no secret behind it. And then 
just to have the number of vehicles there. You 
remember the glitches we had the other day when the car 
wasn't ready. And then the people at the Christian 
Broadcast Network, you know, their, their position and, 
and you understand the news, okay. 
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DAVID: Uh-huh. 

JIM: Their position is that when the 

broadcast is over you come out. 

DAVID: Right. 

JIM: Because they -- they're trying to do 

that to help. And if you wait hours after that or 
something — 

DAVID: No, we're going — 

JIM: — other people will say, you know, it 

wasn't because of the broadcast. See that's why I'm 
trying to make the plans, you know. 

DAVID: Yeah, I see. 

JIM: And then also I don't want it to get 

dark on us. And that many people getting ready, you 
know, with the children, the mothers would take a 
little while.

JIM: You know, have Sita meet them at the 

gate. Or we'll bring it in to you. 

DAVID: Yeah. 

JIM: We'll work it out. 

DAVID: Yeah, okay. You can just meet them 

down at the road. 

JIM: Well, okay. We can get them to the 

gate maybe. And then you could have two guys walk down 
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and get them or something. 

DAVID: Yeah. And then, and then they can, 

they can bring me out. 

JIM: Yeah. Okay. 

DAVID: Because like I said, we've got two 

nurses here anyway. 

JIM: Yeah, okay. We can work that out. 

DAVID: Two like RNs , and one of them's just 

like a helper nurse. 

JIM: Okay. I’ll, I'll get something so we 

can get that to you so you can get out on that. 

DAVID: When was my last blood pressure 

check? Does anybody remember? (Unidentified female 
voice in background not discernible.) Yeah. 

JIM: How is it? 

DAVID: Could you, could you get her to get 

that, that lady and, and see how my blood pressure was 
when she last checked it? 

UNIDENTIFIED MALE SPEAKER: Ninety over — 

UNIDENTIFIED FEMALE SPEAKER: It was 90 over 

40 (indiscernible). 

DAVID: Ninety over forty. Okay. Ninety, 

something like ninety over forty. I guess I should 
have it taken again. 

JIM: Well, that's, that’s another reason for 

us to make these preparations, David. You know what I 
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mean? 

DAVID : Yeah . 

JIM: I mean — 

DAVID: Well, I started, I started, you know, 

we started cleaning the wounds and everything too. 

JIM: Okay. 

DAVID: And yeah, I heard on the radio the 

police officer said that he, he shot me twice in the 
stomach. 

JIM: Um-hum. 

DAVID: He must have recognized me or 

something. 

JIM: I don't know. I don't know. That's 

another reason not to delay. Because we're going to 
get the message on. And, and once it is, you know, 
there's no reason for you not to get that medical care 
just as quick as we can. 

DAVID: Yeah. 

JIM: And, and — 

DAVID: So is KRLD going to be able to — are 

they going to, are they going to connect with this too 
or -- 

JIM: Yeah. The tapes are going to KRLD. 

Both. KRLD is going to play it. 

DAVID: Uh-huh. 

JIM: And the Christian Broadcast Network, 
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KBBW. 

DAVID: All right. 

JIM: So you can get two radios, two into 

each one. And they'll both play them. 

DAVID: Oh, I see. Okay. 

JIM: And I'll alert you ahead of time. 

Okay? 

DAVID: All right. 

JIM: Now we — we'll keep every one of our 

agreements, you know, that we made. 

DAVID: And when's this going to start? 

JIM: Well, it won't be yet. what happens is 

they have to listen to the tape at KRLD, you know, is 
not finished listening to it. The Christian Broadcast 
Network listened to it. 

DAVID: Right. 

JIM: Okay. Now we're — now have dispatched 

your preamble, okay? You know — 

DAVID: Uh-huh. 

JIM: — the message we just made, okay? 

DAVID: Right. 

JIM: And then Craig Smith's show doesn't 

start until a little after 1. 

DAVID : Okay . 

JIM : Okay , so I mean he ' s the guy we ' re 

dealing with. So his show's a little after 1. 
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DAVID : Okay . 

JIM: Yeah. Yeah. The — and the reason 

they got to listen, you know, so they make sure there's 
no obscenities on there — 

DAVID: Oh, yeah, definitely. 

JIM: The FCC rules, you know, say that,

DAVID: The truth. 

JIM: The truth will get out. When, when you 

come out of there even more. So just remember that, 
okay? 


DAVID: All right. 
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JIM: And what we have to do now is -- why 

don't you go ask Rachel if she'll make us a head count? 

DAVID: Okay. Rach? Go and, and — it's 

going to take her a while. It's a big place here. 

JIM: Oh, I understand. 

DAVID: And go get a, all a head count of, of 

all the women and, and the guys too, right? 

JIM: Yeah, the guys. And, and tell her 

especially if she can tell us about the wounds. 

Because we'll alert to, to trauma center, you know? 

DAVID: Okay. The two wounds is a guy got a 

braise wound on the leg. 

JIM: Okay. 

DAVID: And, and one guy got a braise wound 

in the, in the arm. 

JIM: Okay. 

DAVID: I mean it's kind of like in the wrist 
like kind of like what mine is. I got one on the wrist 
too. 

JIM: Okay. You got the wrist, the lower 

abdomen. 

DAVID: Right. It's — but see like I say, 

it went, it went, it went kind of towards the side. 

JIM: Yeah. 

DAVID: And like I said I think it broke 


my — 
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JIM: Pelvis? 

DAVID: — pelvic bone, yeah. 

JIM: David, do all the people agree to come 

out with your, with your — 

DAVID: I, I explained it to them. That's 

why, you know, two ladies already came out. 

JIM: Yeah. Well, we knew that — 

DAVID: I told them I said look, we've got — 

there's one thing above all and that is the truth. 

JIM: Right. 

DAVID: You when Isaiah said, you know, lift 

up the voice with the voice. Together shall they sing. 
They shall see eye to eye. See, everyone already knows 
all those prophecies. 

JIM: Um-hum. 

DAVID: There's seven eyes of the lamb, 

right? 

JIM: Right. 

DAVID: And so there's just, you know, one 

complete truth that all the prophets have been 
foreseeing, and Ezra didn't want this truth. 

JIM : Um-hum . 

DAVID: SO — 

JIM: Well, I was — I know, I know you 

arranged that. And I was, what I was concerned about 
that, you know, the place is so — 
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DAVID: Well, most of, most of like the, most 

of the girls, the young girls, you know, they do not 
trust they system, you know. 

JIM: Oh, sure. 

DAVID: So that's why they said, you know, 

no , we don ' t want to go out . 

JIM: Um-hum. 

DAVID: You know until, until we see it. 

JIM: I understand it. 

DAVID: Yeah. 

JIM: Well, it's a big place, and we were 

concerned that everybody in the inside got the word, 
you know, and that there wasn't somebody off in a room 
that, that didn't get the word, you know. 

DAVID: NO. 

JIM: Okay. That, that was our — 

DAVID: Like I say we'll go, we'll go around 

the head count to and — 

JIM: Yeah. 

DAVID: — and, and get this all totally 

resolved . 

JIM: Hey, that — 

DAVID: I mean like, like for instance we 

just, we just heard a shot a few minutes ago, right? 

JIM: You heard a shot? 

DAVID: Yeah. But what happened was — who 
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was that? (Unidentified voices in background not 
discernible. ) It was a, it was a guy that he was — he 
grabbed a pistol and it didn't have no clip or nothing 
in it. 

JIM: Oh, it was an accident. 

DAVID: And yeah, but you know it's — I 

thought oh, no. I mean last thing in the world we 
need — 

JIM: Well, listen you — 

DAVID: And he had pulled the trigger. It 

didn't have a clip in it, but it had a round in a 
chamber.

DAVID : Right . 

JIM: That we, we hear a shot. The, the 

agents, the FBI, the ATF are out there. They're not 
reacting to that, because we told them not to. 

DAVID: Well, you're some good guys. 

JIM: All right. And I trust you and you 



1 trust me. 

2 DAVID: Right. 

3 JIM: And I want — 

4 DAVID: I told you, Jim — 

5 JIM: — all the trust, I want all the trust 

6 of everyone in there. Do you — 

7 DAVID: Well, like I say these aren't crazy 

8 people. 
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JIM: Oh, I know it. We know that. 

DAVID: You know, there — these are people 

that have had high paying jobs that are very highly 
intellectual . They — 

JIM: Hey, we know that. 

DAVID: — so they're reasoning people. You 

know, you might think that the original settlers of 
this country were, you know, people that were trying to 
obtain freedom because of European oppression, right? 

JIM : Um-hum . 

DAVID: Remember how this government did to 

the Indians? 

JIM: Right. 

DAVID: You know I mean it's — sometimes 

it's really a real picture of attitude to really 
identify what is really right and what's really wrong. 
But that's where the point of reasoning comes in. 


JIM: Right. 
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DAVID: And that's what we try to establish 

here is — 

JIM: Hey, you've been -- 

DAVID: — let us reason together the 

scripture says. 

JIM: That's right. You are on the level. 

And you are on the level. That's the kind of guy you 
are. 

DAVID: Well, this is the way I always try to 

teach the scriptures too. Then people jump around and 
say that I'm crazy. Now in that tape that I made over 
for the Australians which it was actually a tape over 
here, the subject it was actually revolvant (sic) which 
says, you know, they, they play half of it on the tape. 
And it says, you know, God says, I'm screaming, right? 

JIM: Um-hum. 

DAVID: You know. He's got a boogie, he's a, 

lamb. And I says you idiots, right? 

JIM: Um-hum. 

DAVID: Okay? You — people don't know what 

had just happened. You know, you know people in the 
organization in this message are supposed to walk in 
the light of the truth, see. Now if we don't know 
what's totally involved in that truth, you know, then 
we don't understand why a presentation or an anger can 
be made that way. 
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3 just should not be done — 

4 JIM: Um-hum. 

5 DAVID: — with the kind of information that 

6 we give. 
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JIM: Um-hum. Um-hum. 

DAVID: I mean, you know, you want to talk 

about Christ. 

JIM: Um-hum. 

DAVID: Lifting up his voice 2,000 years ago. 

Read the scriptures. You know, and the prophets. They 
didn't talk, they didn't talk, you know, but this — 

JIM: Hey, David? 

DAVID: Go ahead. 

JIM: I want to tell you something. I 

listened to your message on that tape. And I just want 
to tell you that I think you did a great job. 

DAVID: Well — 

JIM: I, I mean it now. I'm being sincere. 

DAVID: It's a small portioning. We'll hear 

a lot more afterwards. 

JIM: That's right. 

DAVID: So — 

JIM: Hey, listen. The, the commanders are 

asking for me out there for the transportation 
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arrangements . 

DAVID : Okay . 

JIM: So let's do this if it's okay. Let's 

take a break so I can get with them. And, and when you 
get the head count from Rachel, will you call me back? 

DAVID: Okay. You got the number, Steve? 

JIM: Yeah. 

DAVID : Jim's number . 

JIM: Here, let me give that to you, David. 

DAVID: Okay. 

JIM: 799 

DAVID: 799 Rach. 

JIM: 05 — 

DAVID: Wait. She's, she's writing it down. 

JIM: Okay. 

DAVID: I got to move real quick, Jim, wait. 

JIM: Okay. All right. 

DAVID: (Groaning.) Takes a lot of effort 

just to gain an inch. Okay, 799 — 

JIM: 0545. 

DAVID: 0545. 

JIM: Okay. After you get the head count 

call me. 

DAVID: Okie doke.

stretcher off at the gate. 

JIM: Yeah. Right. Okay? 

RACHEL: And then our guys will go up there 

and get it. 

JIM: Yeah. I will call you. 

RACHEL: Oh, you're going to call after that? 

JIM: Well, I'll tell you what. When you see 

it, you call me. 


RACHEL : Okay . 
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JIM: When you see it, you call me. 

RACHEL : Okay . 

JIM: But don't get out. I mean you don't — 

when you see it you just call me. 

RACHEL: Okay. 

JIM: And then, you know, we'll tell them 

that, you know, you're going to send a man or two 
out — 

RACHEL : Okay . 

JIM: — to get it. I don't want you to be 

surprised or them to be surprised. Everybody knows 
what everybody's doing. 

RACHEL : All right . 

JIM: Okay? How you holding up? 

RACHEL: Okay. We're doing all right. 

JIM: Okay. Is David sleeping? 

RACHEL : Yes . 

JIM: Okay. Hold on. Let me see if I need 

anything else. Are you sure this is going to be okay 
with everybody? 

RACHEL: As far as I know, that's the way it 

was planned out before. 

JIM: Oh, good. Well, look, reinforce it 

with them. 

RACHEL : Okay . 

JIM: Because we're all concerned for your 
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safety . 

RACHEL: Okay. I'll, I'll tell them about it 

after I get off the phone. 

JIM: Okay. And, and — 

UNIDENTIFIED MALE SPEAKER: Let's ask her to 

do it right now. 

JIM: Yeah. Can you tell everybody while 

we're holding on or — 

RACHEL : Okay . 

JIM : Okay . 

RACHEL: Just a minute. 

[gap] 

RACHEL: Is everybody listening? He wants me 

to reiterate (indiscernible). Okay, they're going to 
send a big armored — be quiet. 

UNIDENTIFIED MALE SPEAKER: Quiet. 

RACHEL: Everybody listen. 

UNIDENTIFIED FEMALE SPEAKER: Quiet. 

RACHEL: They're going to send a big armored 

vehicle up to the gate. There's not going to be any 
weapons in the vehicle. And they're not going to get 
out. They're just going to drive up to the gate, let 
the stretcher out the gate, and then they're going to 
drive a little bit past the gate. And then when we see 
the stretcher up there, we give Jim a call. 


RACHEL : Okay . 
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JIM: Okay. And they're passing the word? 

RACHEL: Yeah. 

JIM: Okay. Any of the — any other children 

that need special care? 

RACHEL : No . 

JIM: Injured, diapers, bottles, anything? 

RACHEL: No. We have plenty of diapers. 

JIM: Nothing? You got all that stuff? 

RACHEL: Yeah. We have, we have lots of 

diapers, plenty of food. 

JIM: Okay. Do — are we talking about any 

infants here? 

RACHEL : Sorry? 

JIM: Any infants in the children? 

RACHEL: I'm sorry. I don’t understand 

the — 

JIM: You know, babies. 

RACHEL: Oh, infants. I thought you said 

incense. 

JIM: Yeah — 

RACHEL: Yes. We have infants. So we'll 

need some car seats. 

JIM: Some car seats. Okay. How about a 

number? Any idea? 

RACHEL: I'll have to find that out how many 


car seats. 
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JIM: Okay. Well, we can see what we can do 

on that. 

RACHEL : Okay . 

JIM: If not, you know, their moms can be 

holding them and stuff. 

RACHEL : Okay . 

JIM: Yeah, we'll — if we have the car seats 

by — we'll let, you know, the mother can hold them. 
RACHEL: Okay. 

JIM: And what you need -- David was going to 
do and be concerned with was getting everybody to have 
a coat. 

RACHEL: Um-hum. 

JIM: You know, with that many people, 

Rachel, it takes a while. 

RACHEL: Well, I think a lot of people, I 

don't know if they have those on already or not. 

Because — 

JIM: Okay. Well, you know, David's health 

is another time factor. 

RACHEL : Um-hum . 

JIM: And his blood pressure's down. 

RACHEL : Um-hum . 

JIM: He's bled a lot. 

RACHEL: Um-hum. 

JIM: And we talked with him about this, so 
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after we play the radio broadcast -- 

RACHEL: What time will that be? 

JIM: Well, we're, we're probably going to do 

it at — as soon as possible but sometime after 1 . 

RACHEL : Okay . 

JIM: I will alert you when it's going to 

play so you can turn your radio on. 

RACHEL : Okay . 

JIM: And then after it's over, you know, our 

agreement is that everybody's immediately going to come 
out . 

RACHEL : Urn- hum . 

JIM: But I'll have to work the mechanics out 

of the actual like how many people at a time. 

RACHEL: Um-hum. 

JIM: You know, with David so we don't — 

RACHEL: So you’re going to call after the 

program is over? Is that what you're saying? 

JIM: Yes. Yes. Okay, no — we don't want 

anybody come out — 

RACHEL : Okay . 

JIM: — unless we're talking on the phone. 

RACHEL: Okay. 

JIM: Because I don't — I, I want you all to 

be safe. 


RACHEL : Okay . 
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JIM: Okay. You can trust me now. You know 

that . 

RACHEL: All right. 

JIM: I'm hoping that they'll — is it 

raining out there? 

RACHEL: Just a minute. Is it raining 

outside? No. 

JIM: Okay. All right. I'd say do this for 

me. Just — 

UNIDENTIFIED MALE SPEAKER: Time they're 

supposed to wake — 

JIM: Yeah. Did you have a time that you 

were going to supposed to wake David up or — 

RACHEL: No. He comes, you know, he comes in 

and out of it so. 

JIM: Yeah. Is he in a bed or on the floor 

or what? 

RACHEL: No. He's just laying on the floor.

RACHEL: Okay. 

JIM: And then you can wake him then. 

RACHEL : Okay . 

JIM: But that will be a while. 

RACHEL: All right. 

JIM: Okay. So maybe he'll get a little good 

rest and, and get his strength back.

JIM: Oh, yeah. Uh-huh. Absolutely. We 

checked . 

RACHEL: Oh, I guess the one on FM is the one 

that's not national. 
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JIM: Yeah, the FM. This, this is the big 

one. 

RACHEL : Okay . 

JIM: Okay? And then they're also going to 

do it on KRLD which is 1080. 

RACHEL: KRLT. 

JIM: D as in David. 

RACHEL: Oh. I'm sorry. 

JIM: Yeah. And that's 1080. 

RACHEL : Okay . 

JIM: Now you know, if you got two radios 

you'll hear it on both. 

RACHEL: Yeah, we, we have both. 

JIM: Okay. And we're shooting for 1:30. 

RACHEL : Okay . 

JIM: So you got to kind of just hang in 

there and — 

RACHEL: Okay. 

JIM: — you know, be good for everybody. 

Because you know, we can't talk to everyone. 

RACHEL : Okay . 

JIM: So we can only talk to a few, you and 

David, you know, and — 

RACHEL: Um-hum. All right. 

JIM: You guys got to kind of help us 

facilitate it. 
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RACHEL: Okay. I’ll let everybody know. 

JIM: Yeah. And I was hoping they'd move 

that truck up there while we were on the phone so you 
could tell me you saw it. But — 

RACHEL: Oh, you mean on your end? 

JIM: Yeah. I mean I was hoping they'd drive 
it up there. I passed the word down for them to, to 
bring that stretcher up. 

RACHEL: Um-hum. 

JIM: And so, so we could get it in there. 

But — 

RACHEL: Oh, you mean ahead of time. 

JIM: Yeah, you know. 

RACHEL: Uh-huh. 

JIM: Because, because I'm just worried about 

his blood pressure. 

RACHEL: Um-hum. 

JIM: You know, if we have it already in 

there, and then we play the message, then it's time to 
come out we don't have to, you know, deal with it then. 

RACHEL: Oh, I see. Um-hum. 

JIM: Yeah. Yeah, 1:30 is when we're playing 

the message. (Unidentified male voice in background 
not discernible.) Hold on a second, Rachel. 

RACHEL: All right. They're going to try for 


1:30. But he's going to call us. 
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JIM: Okay, Rachel? 

RACHEL : Yes . 
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JIM: The program on the Christian Broadcast 

radio, okay? 

RACHEL: Um-hum. 

JIM: Starts at 1:06. 

RACHEL: 1:06, okay. 

JIM: Now that's when they're going to 

announce that they'll be playing it at 1:30. 

RACHEL : Okay . 

JIM: So you might turn it on at 1:06. 

RACHEL : All right . 

JIM: And, and the reason they're doing that 

they said is to get a wider audience. 

RACHEL : Okay . 

JIM: So in other words, instead of just 

starting it they're telling everybody this is going to 
be on so they can get as many listeners as possible. 

RACHEL : All right . 

JIM: Yeah. Do you — can you see out the 

front window? 

RACHEL: Yeah, if I get up. 

JIM: Okay. Well, I want you to keep an eye 

to see if that truck comes up with the stretcher. 

RACHEL : Okay . 

JIM: Okay. They, they told me it should be 
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up there momentarily. 

RACHEL : All right . 

JIM: You know, I mean in a few minutes. 

RACHEL: What color is it, camouflage? 

JIM: What color? Yeah, it's probably some 

big green-looking, you know. 

RACHEL: Okay. 

JIM: I don't — I haven't seen it. But some 

big green-looking truck, you know, you can't shoot 
through. 

RACHEL : All right . 

JIM: You're — 

(End of tape.) 
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• • 

(start Tape 12B) 

DAVID: Don't touch it. Don't touch it 

because it's, you know — someone was touching the cord 
and it's jittery. 

HENRY: Oh, okay. 

DAVID: So that what I do is I, I always 

teach with questions. 

HENRY : Okay . 

DAVID: So I, I teach my students I say now 

look, I can't save you, you know. I am not anything as 
far as you can see any different from what you can see, 
you know. 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: We are not to worship men. So I'll 

tell them look, this is a — I'll make them read the 
revelation of who, who gave it to him, what reason. 

Then when I take them throughout the revelation, their 
eyes are seeing the book. Their mind is developing 
pictures so that when we get into the part of the seals 
they see very clearly the scripture teaches that none 
but the lamb can reveal these things. And I go 
now, wait. Right here the lamb reveals it. He reveals 
the first seal is a man on a white horse. 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: Now you know, what's so hard about 

understanding that? Apparently, it seems like he's 
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going to war. Seems like Christ is not only a savior 
he's a destroyer. Conquering and conquering. Except 
we can't speculate, can we? Of course, they agree with 
me. I says now we shouldn't add our opinions. Because 
we really don’t know the details of this. I says look 
here at the second seal. They are given a great sword 
that they should kill one another. I said now why, how 
does that reveal Jesus? You know, Christ doesn't teach 
to kill one another. You know, he teaches love and 
turn the cheek, doesn't he? 

HENRY: Urn- hum. 

DAVID: So we can't speculate here. 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: So then when we get to chapter 10 

after we begin to read throughout the seven seals the 
trumpets start in the seventh seal. My students are 
brought to the attention of very strange and weird 
symbols or omens which again speculation is not the 
facts . 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: Now we get to chapter 10 we see that 

sometime during the sixth trumpet John records and I 
saw another mighty angel sent from heaven, clothed with 
a cloud and as faded as it were the sun. You know, and 
his feet as pillars of fire. Stood up on the earth and 
sea, had his little handbook opened. And he cries and 



a lion roareth. When he had cried, seven thunders 
uttered their voices. 
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Now again, we don't know what this is all 
about. All we know is that the only thunders we know 
about is in God's throne, the lightning, thunders and 
voices. We know when the lamb opens the first seal 
there is the first thunder. But it says John is told 
to seal those things and write them not. But John was 
told that the mighty angel swore by the God that 
created all things when there's time no longer this 
mystery of God will be finished. 

So see my students begin to think about those 
things, what is this mystery of the, the little book 
that's opened? What's this mystery of the, the 
revelation of Jesus Christ? And of course the last 
chapter when we learn about the river of the water of 
life we know that Christ is the Lord God of the holy 
prophets. You know, Christ is the one who from the 
beginning of time spake into the prophets, because he 
is the word of God. 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: Made angel or he's the word of God 

made flesh. It depends on what the will of the Father 
really is. But the keynote is he promised, he says I 
sent my angel. And he says I come upwards with me. So 
then at that point, my students begin to realize that 
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the coming of Christ has something to do with a 
message, a message that only he can reveal. 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: So then I ask them well, would you 

like to learn the seven seals. Now of course, they 
look at me real funny then, don't they? 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: Yeah, see once we get that 

established about the judgment that only the lamb can 
reveal these things. And when I ask them would you 
like me to show you the seals, I won't tell you but 
I'll show you, then they look at me real funny like 
well, hey, you can't show me these things. And I go 
well, that's right, I can't. But Christ can, right? 
Well, yeah. I says well, let me show you something 
here in chapter three of Revelation. It says these 
saith he that is holy. He hath the key of David, he 
that openeth, and no man shutteth. I go what is that 
key? Of course they don't know. And I go let me show 
you. I tell them there's 150 Psalms that David of Ove 
(phonetic sp.) wrote the Psalms, you know. 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: And Christ is the root and offspring 

of David, isn’t he? 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: God promised David to Christ that one 
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day God would sit on the throne of David in the flesh 
of Christ, right? 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: And that was fulfilled in Christ. 

HENRY : Yeah . 

DAVID: So then I began to take them to the 

45th Psalm and I go now let's open this Psalm up, and 
let 1 s look at what God ' s thinking about . When you come 
up here to my church, you'll see the Father sitting on 
the throne. And the reason why he wants to know who 
can reveal his thoughts is because he put his thoughts 
down in a book. He does this so that we can receive 
mercy and grace instead of wraths or unrighteousness 
which is not too righteous. 

So then the 45th Psalm begins to talk in 
behalf of God. Now I always emphasize at my students 
stop looking at me. They've got to look at God. They 
got to be in the spirit. 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: So then when this 45th Psalm starts 

saying my heart is inditing a good matter, you know, 
we're looking at the rock, right? We're looking at God 
whose got the book, right? 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: And we already know the first seal 

pertains to a man on a white horse, right? 
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HENRY : Um-hum . 

DAVID: So whose heart? Is it David's heart 

or is it God's heart? Well, the scripture says David 
was a man after God's own heart. Not in the same 
magnitude, but nonetheless the same spirit of the 
future. Where the Son of God was to be made manifest 
God says his heart's inditing a good matter, he wants 
to talk about the things he has made. He's a creator, 
isn't he? 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: Touching his king. 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: And his tongue is the pen of a ready 

writer. So it's written in the book, isn't it? 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: So that we find in Psalms 45 that he 
does write prosperously. He does have a bow. He does 
have a crown because of truth. Now that doesn't mean 
that when Christ comes he's going to come on a white 
horse with a bow and shoot people in the heart, in 
their heart with an arrow. But it does mean that 
there's a truth that must be made known. Because the 
real thing to emphasize in that 45th Psalm is when it 
says upon thy right hand did stand the queen in gold of 
Ophir . 

Now the question is who is that queen? Is 
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she a literal girl, or is she a church? Nonetheless 
whether she's literal or spiritual, nonetheless love is 
literal. Whether we love Christ spiritually or whether 
we love him literally they're one in the same. 

Okay, now it says hearken, 0 daughter, and 
consider. Now whether we're a girl or not all of us 
who have eyes to see should consider in the 45th Psalm 
who God has revealed so that in Revelation 19 when the 
marriage lamb comes it's very clear in that chapter who 
that man on the white horse is . And it says that he 
has a name. Of course, in 19 it says behold, I saw a 
white horse, and he that sat upon him, had a crown, 
many crowns on his head. He takes those crowns off the 
leeches of the earth you'll find in other prophecies. 

It says he has a vesture dipped in blood, and his name 
is The Word of God. Okay? 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: So the keynote is that we begin to 

learn that what the revelation is is it's a — well , 
look. You know, you know in a movie, when they want to 
advertise a movie? 

HENRY: Uh-huh. 

DAVID: They don't, they don't sit there and 

give you 15, 20 minutes of the movie, do they, with 
advertisement? What do they give you? A preview, 
right? 
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HENRY : Exactly . 

DAVID: Okay. So If the mystery of God, the 

seven thunders are the seven seals, if it is to be 
finished as God declared to the prophets then found in 
the prophecies are the seven seals . 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: And you'll find that in the first 

seal the truth there is about Christ destroying his 
enemies . 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: And the only enemies he destroys are 

those who are against his truth. 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: And that's regarding the marriage 

which unitifies (sic) humanity and divinity into one 
mind. Only God's thoughts are worth anything, you see? 
Man's thoughts are vanity. 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: But God's thoughts are eternal. 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: So through truth, we learn why Christ 

says in the Gospel of John when he says my — he's 
having a fight with the Sanhedrin, remember? 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: And the Pharisee says my doctrine is 

not mine. It's that which I received from my Father. 
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1 HENRY: Um-hum. 

2 DAVID: So he's trying to tell him it's God's 

3 book, he says now if you continue in my doctrine, 

4 you're my disciples indeed. And you shall know the 

5 truth, and the truth shall make you free. 

6 HENRY: Uh-huh. 

7 DAVID: Now you know no one's free today, 

8 right? We're all in bondage (indiscernible) aren't we? 

9 HENRY: Um-hum. 

10 DAVID: So we have to learn these seals. 

11 HENRY: um-hum. 

12 DAVID: Of course, we don't just learn the 

13 seals. We do the seals. 

14 HENRY: Um-hum. 

15 DAVID: As we learn the seals, we do the 

16 seals. 

17 HENRY: Um-hum. 

18 DAVID: Obedience. Not just hearing but 

19 obedience. 

20 HENRY: Um-hum. 

21 DAVID: So anyway if you ever get a chance to 

22 read the 45th Psalm, look at it, judge it for yourself. 

2 3 HENRY : Okay . 

24 DAVID: And look at the first seal and see if 

25 those things kind of look exactly alike. 

HENRY: Okay. Okay. Now does — is Steve 
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aware, I'm sure he must be, of your teachings. And 
therefore, we must assume that based on your leadership 
and your teachings that should you get so sick, you 
know, that you can't continue that he will be ready to 
assume the responsibility for the rest of the people 
that are contained within the — 

DAVID: Well, what I'm going to do is I'm 

going to tell everybody — 

HENRY: Uh-huh. 

DAVID: — what my negotiations with you are. 

HENRY : Okay . 

DAVID: And in so doing, everybody will know 

that when we have done and completed our work, then 
we've done our work and everything, and there's no 
reason to die. Because like I say, the truth is to 
give life. It's not to give death. 

HENRY : Right . 

DAVID: And the whole key is this, you know. 

Christians in general believe that if they shall serve 
God they shall be persecuted. 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: But in our generation even though sin 

does abound great, is a lot — let me say this much. 
Though sin abounds greatly, more so than ever before. 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: The point still is as graced as much 
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more abound. 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: Remember the seals are not revealed 

to condemn us or destroy us. They're, they're revealed 
so that all those who profess Christ can come together 
into one body. 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: That's what brings the fall of 

confusion. There's too many organizations professing 
to believe in one God. 

(Phone clicks.) 

HENRY: Yeah. 

DAVID: Oh, it scares me. 

HENRY : Okay . 

DAVID: Professing to believe in one God, and 

yet there's only one doctrine remaining for us to know 
to bring us all into unity. 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: Of the faith. You know, we can't 

have faith and, and presumption — 

(Phone clicks.) 

DAVID: Hello? 

HENRY: Yeah. 

DAVID: What's causing that? 

HENRY: I don't know. It must be your cord. 

Somebody must be stepping on it or pulling at it or 
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something . 

DAVID: Right. Okie doke. Okay let me — 

HENRY: Now you — because of, because of the 

way that you have revealed the seals and, and your 
understanding of the Biblical readings, I have to 
assume that everybody that's contained within there — 

DAVID: There's two plans. God always gives 

two ways out. 

HENRY : Okay . 

DAVID: You see, God — see, if you had a 

better, if you had a better understanding of the 
prophecies. For instance, in Isaiah where it says 
behold for the mountains of fear that brings good 


tidings . 




HENRY: 

Um-hum 



DAVID: 

It's a 

sad 

story of Isaiah 52 and 

HENRY : 

Um-hum . 



DAVID: 

Okay. 

But 

whereas in Nahum behold 


will the mountains — it tells you a different story. 


HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: Not that the two prophecies do not 

harmonize. But God has a plan like in Ezekiel where 
God says that if I shall pronounce a blessing against a 
people, you know, because they’ve kept my laws, you 
know, then if they shall break my laws that the 
blessing that I pronounced against them I will take 
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away. And if I also curse a nation than it shall be no 
more that I shall destroy. If it turned from its 
wicked ways, then will I also turn from my evil which I 
have proposed to do and will bless them. So Ezekiel 
tells us in 33rd chapter that, you know, God has no 
pleasure in the death of the wicked. 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: No pleasure. 

HENRY : Um-hum . 

DAVID: So the thing of it is that like Paul 

says in Hebrews 6 he says that, that therefore leaving 
the principles of the doctrine of Christ he says, the 
doctrine of baptism and resurrection. You know, he's 
talking about the simple things. You know, the very 
first steps in Christianity. He says let's go on to 
perfection not laying again the foundation of these 
simple doctrines. You know, the basic things like 
Jesus loves me and he died for me, and I must be 
baptized. You know, we, we do that once, right? 

HENRY : Um-hum . 

DAVID: He says for it's impossible for those 

who were once enlightened if they shall fall away. In 
other words, don't progress with truth, you know. 

Peter says be established in the present truth which 
means if there's a present truth there must be a past 
truth. If, if there's like we might believe the 
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message of Noah now, right? 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: But in the days of Noah, no one 

believed it. 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: They perished because of unbelief. 

HENRY : Right . 

DAVID: Now we may believe the message of 

Moses, but the message of Moses is over. Those in his 
day didn't believe it. 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: But you see, now we may believe the 

message of Christ 2,000 years ago. 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: But of course, when it was being 

given nobody believed it. 

HENRY : Right . 

DAVID: You see that's the whole thing. Now 

today we've got one final revelation. Of course, you 
know, everyone believes in Jesus today. 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: Just like everyone believed in Moses 

in Christ's day. 

HENRY: Yeah. 

DAVID: But maybe they don't know that Christ 

like they should. 
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HENRY : You ' re right . 

DAVID: So you offer them the seven seals, 

you know. And well, like 2,000 years ago, you know the 
Sanhedrin says to Christ we be not the sons born of 
fornication. Sure it's easy today to accept Christ as 
a virgin birth, right? 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: But back then the general public view 

was that he was born — Mary had had fornication with 
somebody . 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: You know, so you know, they always 

see Christ as lovely and meek but when you, when you 
read — what's going on? Oh. When you read the 
gospels, he could throw over some tables at the church, 
couldn't he? 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: He was considered radical by a lot of 

people. 

HENRY: Right. 

DAVID: But certain people just pick up 

highlights of his nature and don't look at the other 
side. 

HENRY : Um-hum . 

DAVID: So when he warns us in the Book of 

Revelation, he gives specific counsels to the churches 
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of Asia, hey, the Lord don't mess around he tells 
church of Ephesus. Returning to the first verse there. 
I'll take your candle away. 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: Now if you walk in darkness, you're 

going to end up in hell. You know, Smyrna, Thyatira, 
Sardis, they ought to see. He tells them that they're 
lukewarm, hot or cold. He says I'll spew you out of my 
mouth. Who — and is that the same Christ we learn 
about on the cross? Hey, you just, you just let a man 
crucify you once. 

HENRY : That ' s right . 

DAVID: And then the thing of it is the guy 

says I'm sorry. Okay. Can forgive him. But then he 
needs to open his eyes, and he needs to learn a little 
obedience, doesn't he? 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: Okay. But the thing of it is if he 

turns away from you the second time isn't he crucifying 
you afresh? 

HENRY : Really . 

DAVID: You would think. Okay. So now by 

the world turned away from these seven seals just 
because I'm ugly or they may think I'm crazy. You 
know, I didn't think we're supposed to judge anybody 
according to flesh. 
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HENRY: Really. Well, I think that, that 

you're going to reveal the way to, you know, to safety 
for, for your people. You know and we're going to of 
course afford you the opportunity to make that tape. 

Do you think you're going to be working on that very 
soon? 

DAVID: Yeah. I'm fixing to get on it right 

now. 

HENRY: Okay. Well, I just want you — 

DAVID: This is what I've been wanting for 

the longest time. 

HENRY: Okay. Well, I want you to know, you 

know, that, that I'm your friend. That the people out 
here consider you a friend. And although we don't 
understand the seals — 

DAVID: I realize that. 

HENRY: — as you do, you know, and we may be 

going down a different path of servitude than you are, 
you know, we still have the same basic goals. 

DAVID: As you know Christ, you're supposed 

to walk in him. That's what the new covenant teaches 
us. But at the same time, you're not supposed to 
reject any additional light that comes. 

HENRY: That's right. 

DAVID: You're supposed to grow into the full 

stature of the body of Christ. 
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1 HENRY: Um-hum. 

2 DAVID: And your faith, virtue, virtue and 

3 the knowledge in all his temperance. You know, like I 

4 say, we're supposed to grow as Colossians says. 

5 HENRY: That's right. 

6 DAVID: Receiving the knowledge in Him when 

7 it comes. All the New Testament writers, if you really 

8 read those writings again, Romans all the way through, 

9 you'll find all of them are talking about one day. 

10 Christ is going to come and reveal seals. That's what 

11 they're all talking about about that knowledge of, of 

12 that God had bodily, you know. 

13 HENRY: Um-hum. 

1 4 DAVID: Talking about the knowledge of the, 

15 of the spirit that's within Christ. 

16 HENRY: Um-hum. 

17 DAVID: So seven seals. 

18 HENRY: Okay. I want you — 

19 DAVID: Because Christ is one body. All the 

20 prophets and apostles are hid in one body. 

21 HENRY: Um-hum. 

22 DAVID: One bread and one wine. 

23 HENRY: Um-hum. 

24 DAVID: One truth. So you gentiles are, were 

25 supposed to have an opportunity too in the latter days. 
And we're here there now. And you know, why would, why 
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would Christ come back as a holy and, and perfect 
person when you all don't even believe in the law 
anymore? 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: Even though the law was nailed to the 

cross, wasn't it? 

HENRY : That ' s right . 

DAVID: But you know, because the law is 

nailed to the cross, now you take a look at the law. 

And he, and he says Father, forgive them. So how much 
more you who stands down at the foot of the cross are 
to forgive your neighbor. 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: One sinner to another sinner, you 

know, should forgive one another. 

HENRY: That's right. 

DAVID: But even more so we should realize 

that that good spirit went into the hand of God and the 
word — there's three that bear record in heaven, the 
Father, the word, and the Holy Ghost, and these three 
are one. 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: And that's where we have to really 

pay attention if we want to win the reward of 
righteousness . 


HENRY: Um-hum. 
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DAVID: To realize it in every generation. 

They would not hear the prophets because like Hosea, he 
had to marry two prostitute wives, didn't he? 

HENRY : Um-hum . 

DAVID: Okay. Isaiah walked naked and 

barefoot. So did Micah. 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: I mean God does obstacles like you 

would never think someone like, someone like Samson 
could be a judge of Israel, could you? 

HENRY : That ' s right . 

DAVID: I mean but, you know, he went around 

and messed around with Philistine women, didn't he? 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: And the Father says is there never a 

daughter amongst my own brethren? And he says no, get 
this Philistine girl for me, because she pleased me 
well. The scripture says for they knew not that it was 
of the Lord. For Lord had an occasion against the 
Philistines. You know, just so much stuff in the 
scripture people overlook about the mysterious ways. 

So back at Christ in his day he says regard 
ye amongst the heathen and wonder marvelously. For I 
will work a work in your days that you will not believe 
though it be told you. And then he talks about 
destroying the nations by discovering the foundation 



unto the neck. Well, if you didn't know Daniel 2's 
prophecy about the image we talked about earlier. 
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3 HENRY: Um-hum. 

4 DAVID: You would never know what it meant in 

5 regards to discovering the foundation. What is the 

6 foundation? Well, the foundation of the Kingdom of God 

7 is in truth. And the truth is in the days of these 

8 kings, Daniel says, God's tolerance of the gentile 

9 nation's ruling over his people is over. God's going 

10 to gather back the hundred and four thousand. God's 

11 going to choose the Jews. Because the gentiles are 

12 going to do worse to a Messiah who comes, who comes to 

13 teach the truth than what the Jews did 2,000 years ago. 

14 And I would do anything to avoid that, to keep that 

15 from happening. 

16 HENRY: Okay. 

17 DAVID: Okay? 

18 HENRY: But, but help me — 

19 DAVID: So let me get this tape — 

20 HENRY: — help me understand what your role 

21 is. You are — with respect to revealing the seals. 

22 Is it the lamb? 

23 DAVID: Well, remember, the lamb -- well, 

24 look, in Psalms 4, that will tell you who I am. 

25 HENRY: Okay. 

DAVID: See, Psalms l. Psalms 2, remember the 
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anointed one, the heathen rage? 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: And they say let's break their bands 

asunder . 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: What ties the Son to the Father? The 

word . 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: And what portion of God's word has 

been sealed? Seven truths of the Bible, right? 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: Okay. Now the challenge is for 

anybody in the world, my friend. 

HENRY : Okay . 

DAVID: Anybody. So in Psalms 3 the Psalm 

goes on to say Lord, how are they increased to trouble 
me. For they be many that rise up against me. There 
be many say of my soul. There's no help for him in 
God. But it also says I'll be not afraid of ten 
thousands of people that have set themselves together 
against me round about. 

In Psalms 4 it says help. Lord. It says hear 
me when I call, O God of my righteousness! Then it 
says 0 you sons of men, how long will you love vanity? 
How long will you turn my glory into shame? How long 
will you seek after leasing? He tells them, he says 
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but you should know that God has separated him apart 
that is godly for Himself. The Lord will hear when I 
call unto him. Yes, stand in awe and sin not. Serve 
the Lord with fear. Rejoice with trembling. You see? 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: Meditate upon your own bed. 

HENRY : Okay . 

DAVID: Now see the thing of it, that Psalm, 

all the Psalms are a dialogue of Christ. You see, the 
sons of men turn his glory to shame, because they don't 
know where he's coming from. 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: You know, who has God separated apart 

that's godly for Himself? Who? Christ. 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: And heaven, Christ. But when he 

comes again according to what's written with the bands 
and the seals. 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: And the by the book is written of me, 

they're not going to know what God has already said, 
because they're not going to listen to what God says. 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: Only what God says can reveal who we 

are. 


HENRY: Um-hum. 
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DAVID: And either we are with the same wheel 

of God or we're not. 

HENRY: Yeah. 

DAVID: Okay. So I'll make this tape and 

that way — 

HENRY : Good . 

DAVID: — people can copy it, and they can 

go over it a few times . 

HENRY: Good. Good. What I want you to do 

if you would, please, David, is work on getting the, 
the tape. Concentrate on that. Save your energy, you 
know. Concentrate on that. 

DAVID: Well, I'm going to have a little 

chicken soup now I think. 

HENRY: Okay. Is — can, can I work with 

Steve in, in terms of getting the, the children out? 

DAVID: Well, like I said, you know, let's 

make this arrangement. Let's get this tape done. And 
what time is it anyway? I'm, I'm upside down when it 
comes to time. 

HENRY: It's about a quarter after 1. 

DAVID: Oh, it's already l o'clock, huh? 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: Well, can we start this again at 6 

o'clock in the morning? Is that all right? 

HENRY: Well, you know, there are just so 
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1 many children. 

2 DAVID: I know there is. There's a lot of

HENRY : Okay . 

DAVID: is that all right? (Unidentified 

male voice in background not discernible.) I mean 
because, because see, no one's, no one's going to want 
to play it for, you know, for any more than 30 minutes. 
That's just the way even, even standardized, you know, 
short sermons are no more than 30 minutes. So in order 
for me to be able to, to make my statements clear, I'm 
going to have to, you know, take a breath, and I'm 
going to have to speak as clear as I can. 

HENRY: Okay. I — 

DAVID: You know, and then I'm going to have 

to stop it. We’re going to have to, to edit it and, 
and code it and then put it all together to where it 
doesn't — because I don't want to sound like (making 
panting noises) you know. 

HENRY: Yeah, right. 

DAVID: I don't want, I don't want — that 
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1 could be distracting. 

2 HENRY: Okay. I just have a concern, because 

3 I don't know how weak you are. You know, there are 

4 times when you sound okay and there are — 

5 DAVID: Well, I feel a lot better now because 

6 you're doing this for me. 

7 HENRY : Okay . 

8 DAVID: It's, you know, one thing about human 

9 weakness. I used to run track. 

10 HENRY: Um-hum. 

11 DAVID: And I used to be a long-distance 

12 runner. 

1 3 HENRY : Okay . 

14 DAVID: And the thing of it is is that when 

15 you start seeing that final stretch, you know, and you 

16 pace yourself. 

17 HENRY: Um-hum.

from the grave so that he would have power over him 
that had power over dead which was the devil and redeem 
them who through their lives were afraid of death and 
therefore subject to bondage. 

See, some people in religion I mean like the 
Jews back in those days, they were so afraid of dying 
and being punished of God that they didn't really see 
the real meaning of the law. The law was a revelation 
of a divine nature. And they didn't understand the 
prophets how the law was to be properly interpreted. 
They didn't really look to the animal sacrifices for 
what it really meant. You know, killing a lamb is 
really a dramatic thing. 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: You know, it's sad something innocent 

has to die. 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

Because you did something wrong. But

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the, but the main key goes way back to Cain and Abel. 
You know, Cain didn't want to kill the lamb, did he? 

No, he wanted to bring his own fruits, right? 

HENRY : Right . 

DAVID: But when God blessed Abel and didn't 

bless Cain, Cain could kill his brother, couldn't he? 

HENRY: Um-hum. 

DAVID: So you see this story repeats itself. 

So those who do what God wishes, you see, according to 
God's word, they're like Abels.
